Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

Section 5. The Illinois Pension Code is anended by

Sec. 6-111. Salary. "Salary": Subject to Section 6-211
the annual salary of a fireman, as foll ows:

(a) For age and service annuity, mninmum annuity, and
disability benefits, the actual anount of the annual salary,

except as otherwi se provided in this Article.:

(b) For prior service annuity, widow s annuity, w dow s
prior service annuity and child' s annuity to and including
August 31, 1957, the anount of the annual salary up to a
maxi mum of $3, 000. :

(c) Except as otherw se provided in Section 6-141.1, for
widow s annuity, beginning Septenber 1, 1957, the anmount of
annual salary up to a maxi mum of $6, 000.

(d) Beqginning on the effective date of this anendatory

Act of the 93rd General Assenbly (and for any period prior to

that date for which «contributions have been paid under

subsection (e) of this Section), with respect to a firennan

hol ding the permanent assi gned position or classified career

service rank, grade, or position of anbulance comuander,

references in this Article to the fireman's salary or the

salary attached to or appropriated for the pernanent assi gned

position or <classified career service rank, grade, or

position of the fireman shall be deened to refer to the ful

anmount of the salary attached to the pernanent assigned

position or classified career service rank, ograde, or

positi on of anbul ance commander and shall not be limted to
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the salary attached to the rank held by the firenan before

attaining the permanent assigned position or classified

career service rank, ograde, or position of anbul ance

conmmander .

(e) An active or forner fireman who, at any tinme after

Decenmber 31, 1994 and before the effective date of this

anendatory Act of the 93rd GCeneral Assenbly, held the

permanent assigned position or «classified -career service

rank, qrade, or position of anbulance commander and whose

enpl oyee contributions to the Fund were based on an anount

less than the full salary then attached to the pernmanent

assigned position or classified career service rank, qgrade,

or position of anbulance comrmander and received by the

fireman and who either (1) retired during that period or (2)

has attained age 46 and at | east 16 years of service by the

effective date of this anendatory Act nay elect to have the

full anmpunt of the salary attached to that pernmanent assi gned

position or <classified career service rank, grade, or

position included in the calculation of his or her salary for

any portion of that period during which the fireman held the

per manent assigned position or <classified career service

rank, qgrade, or position of anbul ance conmander, by applyi ng

in witing and paying to the Fund, before January 1, 2006,

the appropriate additional enployee contribution, w thout

i nterest.

In the case of an applicant who isS receiving an annuity

at the tine the application and contribution are received by

t he Fund, the annuity shall be recalculated and the resulting

i ncrease shall becone payable on the next annuity paynent

date following the date the contribution is received by the

In the case of an active or forner fireman who (i) dies

before January 1, 2006 wi thout nmaking an el ection under this

subsection and (ii) was eligible to nake an election under
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this subsection at the tine of death (or would have been

eliqgible had the death occurred after the effective date of

this anendatory Act), any surviving spouse, child, or parent

of the fireman who is eligible to receive a benefit under

this Article based on the firenan's salary nmay nmke that

el ection and pay the required contribution on behalf of the

deceased firenman. If the death occurs within the 30 days

i medi ately preceding January 1, 2006, the deadline for

application and paynent is extended to January 31, 2006.

Any portion of the conpensation received for service as

an anbul ance commander for which the corresponding enployee

contribution has not been paid shall not be included in the

cal cul ation of sal ary.

(f) Beqginning January 1, 1999, with respect to a fireman

who is licensed by the State as an Energency Medical

Technician, references in this Article to the fireman's

salary or the salary attached to or appropriated for the

per manent assigned position or <classified career service

rank, qrade, or position of the fireman shall be deened to

i ncl ude any additional conpensation payable to the firenman by

virtue of being licensed as an Energency Medical Techni ci an,

as provided under a collective bargai ni ng agreement with the

city.

(g) The changes to this Section made by this anendatory

Act of the 93rd CGeneral Assenbly are not limted to firenen

in service on or after the effective date of this anendatory

Act .
